The meeting sponsored by the 
Board of Trade last Saturday after- 
noon regarding the desirability of es- 
tablishing a Cheese factory in Wain- 
wright was attended by a fairly rep 


| resentative number of farmers des- 


pite the difficulties of getting to town 
because of bad roads. 

Through the efforts of Dr R.. 8. 
Stevens and other Board of Trade 
members, officials of the Kraft 
Cheese in the persons of Mr. Rawlin- 
son, of Winnipeg, and Mr, Harper, 
of Edmonton, were present, and Mr, 
Rawlinson gave a very interesting 
and informative address, 

He outlined the present position 
of the cheese market, particularly in 
respect to Western Canada, and the 
favorable outlook for this prosperous 
condition continuing for a number of 
years for the industry. He suggested 
that a factory established on.a co- 
operative basis by local farmers and 
business men was desirah! nsure 
success for the enterprise and a max 
imum profit to the farmers for their 
milk. 

Every encouragement could be de- 
pended upon from the Dairy Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture 
and his Company in the way of or- 
ganization, installation of proper e- 
quipment and the services of a com- 
petent cheese-maker and his Com- 
pany wags prepared to take all the 
output at the best prevailing market 
prices, 

Provided the farming district (say 
twelve miles) tributary to Wain- 
wright could supply 12,000 pounds of 
milk per day he predicted successful 
operation of a factory, and on that 
basis demonstrated a very profitable 
cash return to the farmers for their 
milk products. 

While one farmer expressed ah 
tion and questioned whether the Wain 
district was capable of increased 
dairy production to support the pro- 
ject, other farmers present consider- 
ed the matter worthy of further in- 
vestigation, 

A resolution was passed requesting 
the Board of Trade to follow up Mr. 
Rawlinson's suggestions regarding

district as to production possibilities. 
Before adjournment, a hearty vote 
of thanks was extended Mr. Rawlin- 
son for coming to Wainwright at his 
own expense, and for the helpful in- 
formation he had given.

Prairie farmers, it ig evident, are 
anxious and willing to increase their 
flax acreage to assist Canada in sec

Flax intended for seed should be 
tested for germination, 
should not be treated with Formal 
dehyde but with a mercurial dust, 
either Ceresan or Leytosan, following 
the manufacturer’s directions 


The new Roya! flax, or the variety 
Bigon, are suitable for Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba; Red Wing for Alberta 
seeding: at from 25 to 40 pounds to 
the acre, Flax should not be seeded 
on stubble, but only on summerfallow 
that is reasonably free from weeds, 
The University of Saskatchewan ob 
tained good results sowing flax and 
wheat together on the same field, 
using one half a bushel of flax and 
half a bushel of wheat, or three pecks 
of wheat and one peck of flax. 

Combjnation sowing must be shal 
low as possible, or the flax can be 
seeded separately and shallow immed 
jiately after the wheat, Flax for seed 
must be well cleaned from weed 
seeds. An ordinary fanning mill, 
with the proper screens, will make 
@ good job of cleaning flax provided 
the rate of cleaning is slowed down, 
and the machine is kept absolutely

It appears to be most prev- 


ing areas of the gray-wooded and 
transition soils, where, last year, 
there was over 60% killing in several 
stands. 

As crown rot damage occurs in 


the early spring, it is sometimes con- 


fused with winter injury, The plants 
are killed in irregular patches which 
occur most commonly on slopes or in 
hollows in the field. The amount of 
damage varies greatly from year to 
year and in different localities, 
Large areas in a field may become 
bare in a single year, or the dead pat 
ches may be small at first and en- 
large from year to year, These bare 
areag usually grow up with. dande- 
lions, quack grass, or other weeds, 
and the alfalfa stand soon becomes 
worthless, If the dead Rianis are 
dug up and examined, dark brown, 
rotted areas will be "found at the 
crowns, and less frequently on the 
roots, When the crown buds are 
destroyed the plants cannot grow and 
the roots eventually decay, 

This disease is caused by a low-tem 
perature fungus which lives in the 
soil an? attacks the plants about the 
time of the first spring thaw. Pro- 
gress of the disease after the soil 
warms up and growth of the plarits 
begins. However the fungus remains 
dormant in the dead plants and soil 
until the following spring, In field 
experiments at Edmonton, states M. 
W. Cormack, Dominion Laboratory of 
Plant Pathology, Edmonton, all var- 
ieties tcsted of alfalfa, sweet clover 
common clover, winter wheat and a 
number of grasses were completely 
killed in the early spring. 

When an alfalfa field is plowed up 
because of severe crown rot damage, 
it should not be seeded down to alfal 
fa, other legumes, winter wheat, or 
grasses for at least three years, 
Spring-sown cereals or other non- 
susceptible annual crops can be 
grown, The fungus may be carried 
to a healthy field in soil or machin- 
ery. 

The use of resistant varieties of 
alfalfa would be the best method of 
controlling crown rot damage, Un- 
fortunately, most of the existing 
varieties of alfalfa are highly suscep 
tible, but dttempte are being made 
to select resistant plants from sev~- 
erely damaged fields, Growers can 
assist greatly in this work by noti- 
fying this laboratory of diseased 
fields of alfalfa in early spring.
